In the name of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, you are 
hereby directed to notify and warn the inhabitants of said Town, 
qualified to vote in elections and town affairs, to meet at the 
Town Hall in said Whately, on Monday, the second day of 
March, next, at ten o’clock in the forenoon, then and there to 
act on the following articles : 


ARTICLE 1.—To choose a Moderator to preside at said meet- 
ing. 

Art. 2.—To choose all necessary town officers—Clerk, Treas- 
urer, Selectmen, Assessors, School Committee, Auditor, Ceme- 
tery Commissioner, Library Trustee, one Elector under the Will 
of Oliver Smith, all to be voted for on one ballot. The ballot 
for the ladies will contain the name for School Committee only. 


ART. 3.—T'o vote by ballot ‘‘ Yes” or ‘*‘No” upon the 
question ‘‘ Shall license be granted for the sale of intoxicating 
liquors in this town. 


ArT. 4.—To receive and act upon reports of all Officers, 
Committees, Commissioners, Trustees of the Town. 


Art. 5.—To see if the Town will raise money to pay its loans,

ArT. 6.—To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to 
defray town charges for the coming year, and appropriate the 
same. 


Art. 7.—To act upon the list of Jurors prepared by the 
Selectmen. 


ArT. 8.—To see what the Town will do with the money 
received from the County, called the Dog Fund. 


ART. 9.—'T’o see if the Town will make an appropriation for 
the Public Library. 


Art. 10.—'To see if the Town will employ a Superintendent 
of Schools, and raise money for his salary. 


Art. 11.—To see if the Town will raise five per cent. or any 
fixed per cent. on amount of Town Grant, State and County 
Taxes, the same to be allowed to those who pay their taxes on or 
before August Ist, 1896. 


Art. 12.—'T’o see if the Town will raise, or instruct its offi- 
cers to borrow money, for repairs, either special or general, on 
cemeteries, roads, bridges, or buildings, or instruct its officers, 
committees, commissioners or trustees, in any matters of claims 
or suits, or transact any other business which may properly come 
before the meeting. 


ART. 13.—To see what action the Town will take in regard 
to the care of the Town Hall. 

And you are directed to serve this Warrant by posting at- 
tested copies-at each of the Post Offices in said town, said post- 
ing to be at least seven days before the time of holding said 
meeting. 

Hereof, fail not, and make due return of this Warrant with 
your doings thereon, to the Town Clerk, at the time and place 
of meeting as aforesaid.

Selectmen’s Report. 


The Selectmen and Overseers of the Poor having attended to 
their duties as defined by the Statutes, and in accordance with 
the instructions of the town, respectfully submit the following 
report, with the hope that you may find little to criticise and 
nothing to condemn. 

The year now closing has been to the inhabitants of Whately 
one of general depreciation, and we have endeavored to study 
the strictest economy in matters of public expenditure. We 
were getting on nicely with a moderate expenditure in every de- 
partment of town affairs, and there was a lively promise of clos- 
ing the books for the year with every note paid, but on the 27th 
of November misfortune overtook us, necessitating a large out- 
lay for road damages, so that we now have two notes—Hamp- 
shire Savings Bank representing $2,000, one Smith College of 
$600. There was a note which matured last July amounting to 
$1,527.91 at the State Treasury. There was $500 raised to pay 
on it at the meeting last March, but it must be paid in full 
when due. A bridge at West Whately showed an unexpected 
weakness and was replaced with an iron one. Paid R. F. 
Hawkins $360 for bridge at depot ; laying over abutments, put- 
ting bridge in position, filling in, putting up railings cost 
$400.53 ; total $760.53. We have, in accordance with instruc- 
tions from the town, bought of the Wrought Iron Bridge Co. of 
Canton, Ohio. three bridges, 53, 40 and 33 feet respectively, 
plate girders, for $1,100. It will be necessary to make some 
arrangements for paying for bridges, also for putting in abut- 
ments, at the annual meeting. The auditor having passed upon 
the report, we submit it to your consideration.

Superintendent’s Report. 


To the School Committee of Whately : 


GENTLEMEN :—The annual report of the Superintendent of 
Schools is herewith presented for your consideration. 

There bas been no material change in the conduct or condi- 
tion of the schools of the district during the past year. A con- 
tinued effort to establish fully the line of work already laid out 
has been made rather than to attempt many changes. The uni- 
formity of progress and sustained interest of the pupils have 
been most gratifying. While the adverse conditions mentioned 
in the last report still remain in considerable measure, yet there 
is a commendable desire on the part of school officers and citi- 
zens to overcome them, and some progress has been made. In 
the town of Satan these are reduced to the minimum. | 

All the scholars in the town are accommodated in one build- 
ing, there has been no change in the corps of teachers, and the 
attendance has been good. The greatest interruption to con- 
nected and satisfactory results in the schools of the district has 
been caused by unavoidable change of instructors and irregular- 
ity of attendance. It has been found expedient to shorten, 
temporarily, the time usually devoted to drawing, nature study, 
etc., but it is hoped that the course may be resumed shortly. In 
many schools there is evidence of an increased desire for a 
broader knowledge than that gained from text-books alone, so 
we find a corresponding increase in the demand for cyclopedias 
and other works of reference. This is very encouraging and

A pleasing indication of increased confidence in the methods 
of instruction employed and the general management is the de- 
crease of adverse criticism, and the kind mention of the schools 
so often made. 


WHATELY SCHOOLS. 


It may be truthfully said that the schools of the town have 
been more profitable and successful than last year. Some grati- 
fying improvement in attendance has been made and no serious 
difficulty has occurred.

NORTH CENTRE SCHOOL. 


_ This school has maintained its good attendance and mani- 
fested much interest ia its work. ‘There has been but one seri- 
ous interruption, which was occasioned by the sickness of the 
teacher. and as the Committee were able to secure the services 
of an experienced teacher to supply the vacancy, no great 
amount of harm was done. The pleasant, cheerful disposition 
manifested by the pupils is a valuable recommend for the influ- 
ence exerted by the teacher. The pleasing entertainment given 
by the scholars at the close of the spring term was well attended 
‘and the proceeds admitted of the purchase of a fine teacher’s 
_desk.and other articles. 
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SOUTH CENTRE SCHOOL. 


The former excellency of this school has been fully main- 
tained, and but few rural schools are so fortunate as to enjoy 
such good teaching for so long a time. All the classes have 
done well, and the primary grades are worthy of special men- 
tion. While the work has been somewhat interrupted by ab- 
sences and dismissals, it is evident that both parents and pupils 
appreciate the school, and make a considerable effort to keep 
the attendance good. 


NORVH WEST SCHOOL. 


The attendance here has not been large but very regular. In 
deportment and studiousness the school ranks high, and has en- 
joyed a profitable year with good instruction. The influence of 
the teacher upon the school has been excellent. 

It was with much regret that the resignation of the teacher 
was received at the close of the second term, but the services of 
an experienced and competent teacher were secured and the 
scholars have made little break in their progress. 


SOUTH WEST SCHOOL. 


With good instruction, and considerable interest on the part 
of the pupils, the majority has made good advancement and evi- 
dently appreciated the advantages offered. 

The attendance, however, is not as good as it should be, al- 
though the difficulty rests with afew. It seems that there is 
need of asomewhat sharper application of legal remedies. 


The last term was somewhat broken by sickness of the child- | 


ren, but the work has been kept well up to the course. 


SOUTH. EAST SCHOOL. 


It is with the greatest pleasure that your Superintendent is 
able to say that in his opinion, there has been a good school 
here throughout the year. Attendance has greatly improved, 
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increased interest has been manifested and the deportment of 
the pupils seemed excellent. 

No attempt has been made to conform the school strictly to 
the system, but officers and teachers have tried to give such in- 
struction as would be most useful under the circumstances. 

The condition of this school throughout the year has served 
to emphasize the truth of the saying, ‘ Like teacher, like 
school.” The instructors have commanded the respect and 
prompt obedience of the pupils from the first, and have accom- 
plished more than for many previous terms. 


NORTH EAST SCHOOL, 


This school is undoubtedly the ieast profitable of any in 
town. Pupils have persistently refused to attend regularly and, 
seemingly, with the consent of the parents. The constant 
change of teachers has greatly limited the amount of work pos- 
sible. ‘The classes are badly broken, and it is almost impossible 
to ascertain just where a scholar should be placed in the course. 
There are a few of the children who have attended regularly, 
and faithfully endeavored to perform their duties. Unless the 
attendance and scholarship be improved soon, it is reeommended 
that the school be closed and the pupils taken to some other. 


It is evident from the foregoing statements that Whately has 
had a very profitable and satisfactory year of schooling. While 
it is not intended to convey the impression that the schools are 
perfect, it may truthfully be said that few rural towns have se- 
cured so many good teachers and enjoyed so good instructions. 
The generous appropriations of the town have been well ex- 
pended. 

_ The improvements made in the South East school-room have 
added greatly to its appearance and comfort. 

The new seats and desks are an incentive to work, and serve 
to increase the respect of the scholar for public property, his 
school and himself. It is recommended that the other houses 
needing them be furnished as soon as practicable. Also that 
more slate-boards be placed in the houses of the town, and that 
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new outbuildings be constructed for the North West house. The 
necessity of a central graded school is as evident as ever, and it 
is sincerely hoped the town may soon establish the same.
